Under 
this new order of things the railroads ot 
the country are merged Into six great sys- 
tems controlled by six Kroups of men, each 
Kroup practically controlled by one Indi- 
vidual. That you may more readily under- 
stand the extent and power of this central- 
ization of railroad control In the hands of a 
few Individuals, the following statement

who since 1390 have been studying can 
ccr at the Gratwick pathological labora- 
tory of the University of Buffalo, under 
the patronage of the state of New York 
are stated to be preparing a report which 
indicates that they are nearing the solu- 
tion of a great problem. According to 
men who have taken part in the work, 
it has been proved that cancer is a para- 
sitic disease, infectious in type; it has 
been transplanted and reproduced in per- 
fectly healthy animals; that the repro- 
duction has been true cancer as it exists 
in the human, and that the disease in 
animals has been cured by the adminis- 
tration of a serum prepared in the labor- 
atory. What remains now is the appli- 
cation, of the results of animal experi- 
mentation to the cure of the disease as it 
exists in the human being.

Although the animals 
died between New York and Buffalo, in- 
oculations from one were 'successful in 
several mice and by repeated transplan- 
tation a liirec number of mice with can- 
cer have been available for experimen- 
tation. The occurrence which led to the 
discovery of the serum in question, was 
the spontaneous recovery of several mice 
which had boon inoculated. The possi- 
bility of tho animal overcoming t!ic can- 
cer led to the experimenters to investi- 
gate the conditions under which this oc- 
curred and. having for some time hnd in 
mind the possibility of the serum treat- 
ment for cancer, they conducted a scries 
of experiments which, (hoy declare, have 
proved beyond question thnt the blood 
of mice which recovered possesses an an- 
titoxic quality and when injected into 
mice siifferiiii: with cnncor, stops the 
growth and when the tumors are nit too 
large causes their 
disappearance 
and 


leaves the mouse so protected that the 
tumors do not return.

Chicago, is 


credited with having sold out to an east- 
ern corporation their interests for S50,- 
000,000. This is the value principally of 
a franchise which a reform council prac- 
tically gave away.

Twenty-nine fairly swept the inter- 
state corporations, as such, out of ex- 
istence, by making it obligatory upon 
them to acquire the standing of local, 
corporations. Charters woro to be re- 
filed with the secretary of state; resi- 
dent directories and operating head- 
quarters were to be established with- 
in tho boundaries of the state; in 
short, the state proposed, 
by the 


terms of the new law, to deal only with i 
creatures of Ite own creation, 
j 


Kent saw, or thought he saw, the 


fine hand of tho junto in all this. It 
was a still hunt In which the long- 
est way around was the shortest way 
htomo. Like all new-country cod«s, the 
organic law of the state favored local 
corporations, and it might be urged 
that a bin placing the foreign compa- 
nies on a purely local footing was an 
unmixed blessing to the aliens.

ORCHIDS COST HUMAN LIVES. 


Dangers of Hunting for 
Beautiful 


Plants Are Great 


It is said that 2,000 different spe- 


cies of orchids have been discovered 
and introduced to civilization. A re- 
cent investigator Into the history of 
this plant, according to the Detroit 
News-Tribune, says that one human 
life has been sacrificed to each speci- 
men of this flower. Orchids flourish. 
Ln the most deadly swamps ol Mexico, 
In the torrid and malarial districts 
of the Indies, in the Brazilian forests 
and In places infested by pestilence, 
fierce animals and fiercer tribes of 
savages, some of which believe that 
the orchid is aa object of veneration, 
to tamper with which means certain 
death if caught. 


One of the most beautiful of all or- 


chids, an exquisite white flower of the 
Sobralia genus, was actually discov- 
ered In a fastness of the mountains on 
an iiltar on which human beings had 
recently been sacrificed. 


This was a grewsome ancugh place 


of discovery, but It has a parallel in 
the case of another equally lovely 
flower which was discovered wreathed 
around human bones exposed In a na- 
tive cemetery in New Guinea. So firm- 
ly wore some of the plants attached 
to the bones that they could not be 
removed and one was actually brought 
to England growing in the inside of a 
human skull. 
Of eight hunters who 


wont to Mexico to hunt orchids seven 
lost their lives within a year and the 
sole survivor returned with his health 
ruined.

next month. As ho says of himself:i 
"For a long time he has nursed the 
Idea of a country life, with its simplei 
delights. 
He will take a little place 


and go In for bee-keeping." 


A Conan Doyle is but 45 years old,' 


i. youthful age at which to retire, but 
after a little rest and country quiet- 
perhaps the author will again take up. 
his pen and re-resurrect our old friend1 


of much vitality, Sherlock iioljnes. Mr. 
Doyle, though scarcely elderly, has 
written for many a year, being- but a 
youth of 17 when he began his literary, 
career. At that time he was studying1 


medicine, but found leisure to turn' out 
considerable work, having 60 short 
stories to his account before his popu- 
larity was noticeable and demand* 
made for his work. 


It was .while studying medicine he- 
v 


got his idea for Sherlock Ho'lmes. One 
" 


of his Edlnburg professors was a re- 
markably keen observer, and the al- 
most uncanny way in which he could 
read the students before him made a 
lasting impression on at least one of 
them. Dr. Doyle says Sherlock Holmes 
is the literary embodiment of his mem- 
Dry of this professor, "who would sit 
to the patients' v/altlns room, with a 
/ace like a red Indian and diagnose the 
people, as they came, before even they 
had opened their mouths. He would- 
tell them their symptoms, give them 
details of their lives, and he would 
hardly ever make a mistake." 


Mr. Doyle was born and raised in 


Edinburg and it may be this had some- 
thing to do with his admiration of 
Scotland's great romancers, and his 
fondness for stories of adventure ani 
for the historical novel. The author's 
father was an artist, but the son .w.aa

numbering 12,804,010 and tlic free ad- 
missions G.890,230. Sunday 
admissions 


are not included as officially the fair was

grounds on Sundays during the life of 
the fair were 371,682. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—Police officials 


of this city hope to have possession of 
Gessler Rouseau, now under arrest in 
Philadelphia by the middle of the week. 
Inspector MeClusky, chief-of the detective 
bureau, asserts he has sufficient evidence 
in. the Umbria infernal machine affair to 
convict Eosseau of a felony and send him 
to prison for a ten years term. The in- 
spector is anxious also to see if he can 
connect Rosseau with the mysterious dis- 
appearance some years ago of tho steam- 
er STaronic, in which many lives were 
lost. 


"Up to date," said the inspector, "we 


have been unable to find any living be- 
ing who has ever been associated with 
RosBoau. He is as mj'sterious as 
the 


'wandering Jew,' " 


MYSTERY OF. THE ATLANTIC. 


The disappearance of tho steamer Nar- 


onic is one of the mysteries of tho At- 
lantic. She was a freighter with nearly 
100 men aboard and sailed in Feb. 1803 
from Liverpool for New York. Hie ves- 
sel was only one year old. 


From the day she cleared the Mersey 


no trace of her was found. In the fall of 
1303 a Norwegian bark, when several 
hundred miles southwest of the Azores 
picked up parts of the wreckage of what 
wns believe'd to be one of the liner's life 
boats. Again in the summer of 1806,the 
fate of the Xaronic was recalled when a 
boatman picked up in the Irish channel 
a bottle that contained a note that read, 
as follows: 


'•'Struck iceberg; sinking fast; Naronic. 


Young." Few people believed the bottled 
message was genuine. 


CONFESSED TO OFFICERS. 


PHILADELPHIA. 
.Tan. 16.—"Geuslcr 


Rosfcau," who was arrested in 'this city 
on Thursday with a loaded infernal ma- 
chine in his possession, has admitted to 
the police that he is the man who at- 
tempted to destroy the statue of Fred- 
erick the Great in Washington last Tues- 
day night and also that it was he who 
sent the trunk containing an 
infernal 


machine to the British steamship TJrn- 
bria at New York in May, 1003. 


His failure to destroy the statue, he 


said, must have been due to tho melting 
tallow of a candle used in the machine, 
spoiling the fuse or interfering with the 
dynamite. Rosseau then gave the police 
the interesting information that he had 
intended making a second attempt to 
blow up the statue, this time with a 
time cloek machine. As it was difficult 
to gat past the sentries after nightfall lie 
intended .going to the arsenal at about 
dusk, arrange the infernal machine so 
that it would explode at about midnight 
and then hang it on the statue. 


CARRIED MACHINE IN TRUNK. 
He said he made part of the Umbria in- 


fernal machine in Chicago and then took 
it to New York in a trunk. The trunk, 
he said, was not strong enough, so he 
purchased one better suited for the ma- 
chine. In New York 
he obtained 
a 


room at Mrs. Curry's place and there 
finished the work of making the machine. 
He admitted writing the note to 'Police 
Commissioner Green which rend: 


"The Mafia greets you and wishes you 


well. Tho society 
lias declared 
war 


against England and lias ordered the des- 
truction of every steamer flying the Brit- 
ish flag that sails out of New York. The 
soeiety has undertaken to clear Ne 
York harbor of British ships and it will 
succeed." 


It was this note that led to the defo.it 


of Rosscau's plan. Regarding his mo- 
tive for blowing up the Umbria he wan 
non-committal. 


FORMATION OF. HIS NAME. 


Rossenu 
sfiid that he was born in 


America, and that ho was a 
farmer. 


Where in America lie was born 
and 


where his present home is he would not 
say. He admitted his name was not 
"Gessler Rosspau." He said ho. hod read 
much and that he was a student of so- 
cial economy. He took 
the 
name 


"Gessler Rosseau" because two 
of his 


ideals had those names—Albert Gossler, 
the Swiss dictator, who, tradition says, 
was killed by William TeJl in 1307, and 
Jean Jacques Rosseau, the French phil- 
osopher and writer, who died in 171S. 


Ho gives no reasons for the attempted 


outrages 
except that "there 
ar,e too 


many foreign affairs in this country."
